Throughout smaller industries to pinch 
is felt. 


Needless to say, the government is 


going to do all that it can to see 
that ways arc found to keep these 
plants open, by giving them con- 
tracts for defense material, by re- 
ducing their supplies of metal and 
material as slowly as possible. 


But the government can't guaran- 


tee lo do this in every case. The de- 
fense program is a great national ef- 
fort, and it comes first. It doesn'l mai- 
ler much whose fault it is that there 
is a shortage of certain basic ma- 
terials. Thc fault, in any case, is 
probably spread jwidcly over a great 
many people and faclors. Bui il 
a fact. 


Face lo face with the fact, what 


is American business going to clo? It 
could whine and say, "The govern- 
ment is doing this to us, let the 
government find the way out." But 
business won't do that, if we know 
American business. It is nol "the 
government" 
that 
is 
doing 
these 


things. It is the American people, act- 
ing through their government. 


Director of Purchases Donald Nel- 


scn has made it clear that business, 
if it has not losl the aggressiveness 
Iliat made it world famous, must do 
ovcral things. First it must conserve 
such material as it has, and by in- 
genious use of substitutes, changes 
n design, reduction of unnecessary 
models, make il go as far as pos- 
iiblc. Second, il must go aggressively 
jfter the government business that 
s and will be available. The Lord 
•till helps those who help themselves, 
icihaps more emphatically so in ab- 
normal limes like Ihcse than in easy 
imcs. 
The government market must 
be 


sold as aggressively as the compcti- 
ivc civilian market ever was. 
Salesmen who used to go out in Ihe 


riarkct for orders in competition with 
one another may now find themselv- 
es in Washington or regional contract 
offices fighting for contracts. As us- 
ual, 
the prize will be to the swift, 


the aggressive, the adaptable. 


That, at least, hasn't changed.

said today, in connection with the ef- 
forts of the Cotton Producing Indus- 
try and Cotton Trades Industry to co- 
operate with the Surplus Murki-ting 
Administration. U. S. Department of 
Agriculture in increasing our home 
consumption of 100 pur cent Amer- 
ican cotton. 


Stating that cotton is stronger and 


tougher than concrete, wood mid steel 
Mr. Robinson said that it is logical to 
expect a great expansion of cotton 
use in the building tradus. 


Reviewing the progress already made 


by cotton in the building trades, the 
committee chairman said that cotton 
is finding applications in such pro- 
ducts 
as 
fabric-reinforced 
cement 


roof shingles; fabric-bucked 
flexible 


wood veneer and panels; "buttle dock" 
canvas sheating for both interior and 
exterior surfaces; flume-proof 
bats 


of quilted insulation for sound-proof- 
ing and uir-conditioning; fabric-faced 
panels of plywood; sheets of bonded 
wood, steel and cotton for wall panels, 
and built-in furniture made of (he- 
same materials. 


"One of the most recent examples 


of what is being done with cotton in 
the construction field is the complete 
cotton house recently constructed tor 
the Department of Agriculture- by a 
West Const manufacturer," Mr. Rob- 
ison said. "The walls'of the house, 
both interior and exterior were made 
of waterproof, fire-resistant canvas- 
covered plyboarcl. The roof was made 
of the same material. 
Comfortable 


temperatures were insured by the use 
of a new rodent-proof, fire-resistimt 
cotton insulation material. Even the 
furnishings in the house were made 
largely of cotton. 


'Such prefabricated cotton house can 


be constructed easily and quickly by 
a small crew of men," Mr. Robison 
continued. 
"They are proving im- 


mediately useful during the national 
defense housing emergency, having 
been given the approval of the gov- 
ernment's defense authorities." 


The United States Housing Author- 


ity, 
in charge of constructing low 


rent dwellings, is using cotton ex- 
tensively in home construction, it was 
siiid. Approximately 130,000 bales of 
cotton are being used in the current 
program, principally in roofing ma- 
terials.

Jesus was suffering 
for His innoc- 


ence and goodness. The penitent thief 
had Ihe reward of hearing Jesus say, 
"This day thou shall be with me in 
paradise." 


It is this distinction between two 


kinds of suffering 
that Peter 
em- 


phasizes as he writes to encourage 
suffering Christians who soon found 
themselves cruelly persecuted. Some 
of them may have wavered under 
Ihcir 
sufferings, 
for 
suffering 
in- 


evitably brings a measure of ques- 
tioning and a sense of mystery. How 
often one hears people say, "What 
have I done lhat I should 
suffer 


o?" 
Pelcr reminds Ihcsc disciples that it 


is one thing to suffer not having done 
wrong, and quite another thing to 
suffer as murderers, thieves, and evil- 
doers. The Christian who suffers is 
a partaker of the sufferings of Christ, 
and instead of being ashamed he may 
glorify God. 


Certainly as we observe life, we 


could . not very well say that the 
happiest and most ideal life is to be 
entirely free from suffering. We have 
seen those who have accepted the 
way of suffering patiently and 
in 


subjection to the will of God, 
en- 


nobled by their experience, finding 
a deep satisfaction in life often 
den- 


ied to those whose ways have been 
easier and more pleasant. 


I recently published a sermon by 


a young Illinois minister, the first 
that he preached to his congregation 
after a long absence in the hospital 
as the result of an airplane accident. 
He had taken up flying in the belief 
that he might prepare himself 
fori 


some form of humanitarian service in I 
the present war-torn world. In this! 
sermon he dealt with the preparation 
for pain, and he brought out some 
points that were very valuable as they 
were emphasized in his own cxper-
